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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The proposed amendment to claim 69 will not be 
entered because 1 ) entry of the amenment after final would raise new issues requiring further search, and 2) a review of the portions of 
the specification pointed to by the applicants providing written description of the amended claims does not reveal description of the new 
limitations regarding first and second fields in a file format. 



The applicants make several arguments regarding the validity of the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103. The applicants state that Grass et al. 
does not show a quantitative response, however the signal level of hybridization to clones is detenmined as a grey level, and Table 1 
shows data of colonies that have a level between cutoff values of the grey levels, which is a result made by a process of quantitative 
measurement of hybridization to clones. Furthermore Figure 2 shows grey levels of different colonies detected by different cDNA pools, 
which is also a quantitative result. It is further noted that the claimed subject matter does not have limitations regarding the precision of a 
signal measurement. 

The applicants make several arguments that Gress et al. teaches away from the claimed invention without showing why the method of 
Gross is incompatible with the claimed invention. Gress et al. shows that their method allows for determination of useful results, for 
example see figure 2. 

The applicants discuss in their remarks at page 15, lines 15-23 that Gress et al. teaches away from the claimed invention by use of 
controls to remove from consideration cDNA clones that hybridize to control probes such as poly A and total human or mouse DNA. 
However these controls merely allow Gress et al. to remove from consideration those clones that are not specific to a cDNA, allowing 
Gress et al. to isolate the remaining cDNA specific clones.
